The device did not appear to be 
active and Ellis consulted four different people of different nationalities and long 
experience onsite. None had seen anything like the device. Ellis notifed the Director of 
Security who was sitting with colleagues. All suggested Ellis contact the SFPD. Ellis left a 
message for SFPD HSU, called SFPD Central TLO Tobin who adivsed Ellis call SFPD 
dispatch. Ellis called SFPD dispatch and a team of SFPD Officers arrived very quickly. 
Officers Peete and Chow examined the item and stated that it was not a danger. Officer 
Peete is a TLO. (Terrirsm Liaison Officer.)
